Introduction 


As was determined, the names of the subgenus 
Angaridella Benediktov, 1998 (genus Bryodemella Yin, 
1982) and name of the genus Gastrimargus Saussure, 
1884 of the locusts in Oedipodinae subfamily (Ortho- 
ptera, Acrididae) are junior homonyms. However till 
now these names are used as valid, also these names do 
not have synonyms. According to the Articles 52.1, 
53.2 and 60.3 of the International Code of Zoological 
Nomenclature [2000] we give new replacement names 
to these taxa.

(Bey-Bienko, 1930) — Mongolia; B. (M.) orientale simulans 
(Stebaev, 1964) — South Tyva; B. (M.) zaisanicum zaisani- 
cum (Bey-Bienko, 1930)— Kazakhstan; B. (M.) zaisanicum 
fallax (Bey-Bienko, 1930) — North West Mongolia, West- 
ern China; B. (M.) zaisanicum ferrugineum (Huang et Chen, 
1982) — North West China. 

This subgenus is named by professor P.I. Marikovskiy 
(1912-2008), who has made an important contribution to 
investigation of nature of Central Asia (Semirechje).
